o assist atmospheric physicists, astronomers and other quali- 
fied scientists studying outer space, the Arecibo Ionospheric 


Observatory makes available its 2.5 million watt transmitter and 
1,000-foot diameter reflector throughout the year. 


The radar-radio telescope, whose primary function is the radar 


study of the earth's ionosphere, was conceived and designed by 
Professor William E. Gordon of the Cornell University School of 
Electrical Engineering. 


After 3Vz years of construction on 125 acres of mountainous 


countryside in Puerto Rico, the $9.3 million project was opened on 
November 1, 1963. 


The largest such device in the world, it functions both through 


transmission of pulsed signals (radar) and listening to energy 
emitted by spatial radio sources (radio). 


Operated by the University under a research contract with the 


Air Force Office of Scientific Research, the telescope is concur- 
rently operating three subprograms dealing with outer space. 


The primary program studies the ionosphere, measuring the 


electron density, temperature and influence on the earth's mag- 
netic field of that region several hundred to several thousand 
miles high. Such studies are carried out to help scientists under- 
stand the influence of the ionosphere on earth's weather and com- 
munications. 


The second program is planetary radar studies, where more 


precise recordings of radio echoes help determine orbits of planets 
and the moon. At the same time, surface contours can be measured 
in areas as small as 12 miles in diameter. 


The third program is radio astronomy, where to date more 


than 3,000 radio sources have been located in space, while only 
100 or so have been optically identified. 


Recent discovery of spaced pulsations of regular occurrence is 


only one of the astronomical.phenornenaAvhiclvthe unit is capable 
of revealing. 


Able to operate both day and night, in any weather, the tele- 


scope is capable of observing through a range of the electromag- 
netic spectrum far wider than the relatively narrow band of visible 
light to which current optical instruments are limited. 


In this capacity, the "Big Ear" listens billions of light-years into 


space to seek what is past the known limits of the universe.

Dr. Spock Is 
Convicted of 
Conspiracy

BOSTON (AP) — Baby doctor 


Benjamin Spock, Yale Universi- 
ty Chaplain William Sloane Cof- 
fin Jr., and two others have 
been convicted of conspiracy to 
counsel young men to evade the 
draft. A fifth defendant was ac- 
quitted. 


"My main defense," Spock 


said, "was that I believed a citi- 
zen must work against a war he 
feels is contrary to international 
law. The court has decided to 
feel differently." 


After the conviction Friday 


night by an all-male federal 
jury, Speck's counsel, Leonard 
Boudin, and defense attorneys 
for the other three said there 
would be an appeal to the U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals, The 
four men were expected to car- 
ry their appeal to the U.S. Su- 
preme Court, if necessary, as 
part of their opposition to the 
Vietnam war. 


Convicted with Coffin and the 


65-year-old pediatrician were 
Michael Ferber, 23, a Harvard 
graduate student, and Mttcheli 
Goodman, 44, a writer and 
teacher from Temple, Maine.

B52 Bombers

Near Saigon

U.S. officials said the allied 


sweeps 
around Saigon have 


turned up more Russian-made 
122 mm rockets than have been 
fired at the city. Since Jan. 2$, 
they said, about 267 rockets 
have hit in or near Saigon, and 
In the same period allied sol* 
diers found 304 of the six-foot 
rockets In enemy ammunition 
caches. 


Twenty enemy mortar rounds 


fell along the Kinh Doi Canal on 
the southern fringe of Saigon, 
wounding two policemen and six 
South Vietnamese civilians. 


About 60 C h i n e s e -made 


107mm rockets struck the big 
Bien Hoa airbase 15 miles north 
of Saigon, but U.S. spokesmen 
said they inflicted no casualties 
or damage. 


In the northern provinces, a 


Viet Cong raiding party entered 
the Vinh, the refugee camp 15 
miles south of Da Nang and ab- 
ducted 60 persons after setting 
flre to 20 tents. A U.S. Marine 
spokesman said the civilians 
presumably would be used as a 
labor force.
